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CHURCH HEAD AT CONVOCATION 

Rev. Clark Gives Resume of Annual Episco- 
pal Gathering at Cheyenne. 


The Rt. Rev. James De Wolfe Perry > pre- 
siding bishop of ; the Protestant Episcopal 
church in the United States, honored the 
Dakotas at their annual convocation. For 
the first time in almost sixty of these great 
gatherings, the presiding- officer of the ! 
church has been present. The Dakotas saw j 
in him a really great man and gave their 
heart to him and showered him with lively 
presents of , porcupine quill and bead work. 
The feeling was apparently mutual for the! 
bishop quickly came to, appreciate’ and love 
this great group of his Christian children. I 
Fie now has a personal and intimate associ- 
ation which he can take to the rest of the 
church. 


Bishop Perry spoke to each of the convo- 
cation groups ; the men, the women, and the 
young' people. For each he had a message 
suited to them and he gave them food for 
thought and inspiration for action. One of 
the key thoughts which he gave to the par- 
ents was the following well chosen verse 
from the 45th Psalm: “Instead of thy fath- 
ers, thou shalt have children, yffiom thou 
mayest make princes in all lands.” Thus he 
challenged each group with a vision of a task 
and an opportunity. 

On Sunday the members of the second 
graduating class of Ashley House, the Epis- 
copal divinity school for Dakotas, were or- 
dained to the Diaconate by Bishop Perry. 
No other Dakotas have had this honor and 
it is doubtful if others will have it. Harry 
Renville and Paul Chekpa, the two men 
whom Sisseton sent to Ashley Blouse three ! 
years ago, have finished, their course with 
honor and had the signal honor of starting 
their ministry under direct commission, 
rfliougti tiiC i ay ;ng on of hands by the pre- 
siding bishop. One other Dakota, John Red 
Hawk, for many years a faithful catechist 
on Standing Rock, also had this honor at 
the hands of Bishop Perry. It was a most 
impressive ceremony in the great leaf-shade 
church with a congregation of nearly one 
thousand persons. Our great Bishop Rob- 
erts had mignanimously asked the presiding 
bishop to take his place. 

The men, women, young people and chil- 
dren in their individual meetings on Friday 
and Saturday transacted their business., 
heard reports and received the offerings of 
the funds raised by the societies for the 
promoting' of the church work locally and 
throughout the world. The offerings were 
smaller than usual, but as the bishop said, 
if we take the conditions into consideration! 
they are really greater than ever. The of- 
ferings totalled almost $3,500.00 from about 
one hundred congregations of from twelve 
to two hundred persons. 

At certain times during these two days

the men and women met in joint session to 
hear a series of topics presented. Clergy 
and lay. persons spoke on : “The Christian' 

and Christ.'’’ “The Christian and His 1 1 ome," 
“The Christian and His Chapel,” “The 
Christian and His Reservation,'’ “The Chris- 
tian and 'His World-Wide Church.” This 
excellent group of topics was ably presented j 
and much appreciated by the people. Many' 
practical suggestions for the life and work 
of the Christian for . daily life were made. 

On Friday two state health workers at- 
tended and gave fine talks to the group. Mr. 
IT. M. Cass, of he South Dakota Public 
Health association spoke of tuberculosis as; 
a “hitch-hiker.” Mrs. Florence Walker En- 
gel sby told of the care of mothers and ba-, 
bies. These talks were greatly appreciated. ! 

The convocation was at Ascension Chapel 
on the Moreau river, about twenty miles j 
south of Mobridge. This is one of the 
smaller congregations rather than a big cen- j 
ter and is far from the nice gravelled roads 1 
of South Dakota. Though a rain had swol- 
len the usual ford on the Moreau to eight 


feet deep, the gumbo remained dry during 
the meeting'; but we had to go around over 
a bridge and the roughest kind of country 
roads. Once in, we stayed there and enjoy- 
ed a regular old style convocation with none 
of the advantages of civilization, — Sisseton 
Courier.
